There are 2 (two) kindsof articlesin part of speech: 
1. Definite Article - “The” 

Example: 

- The bookthat you hold isred. 

- Let'sgo to school by the bus! 

- The sun shines s0 brightly today. 


2. Indefinite Article - “A and An" 


“A" is followed by noun that begins with consonant, 
“An" is followed by noun that begins with vowels or 
“h" if the “h” is silent. 


Example: 

- Talready waited foryou foran hour. 
- Theyhave a big dog. 

- She hasan umbrella in herroom. 

- Linda hasanoxon herfam.

e there are three groupsof expressions of guantity: 


1. Expressions of guantity which are used with both 
countable and uncountable nouns such asa lot of, 
lots of. 


Example: 

(1) We donot have a lotof time. 

(2) She doesnot have a lotof money. 
(3) We have lotsof thingsto do. 

(4) She haslotsoffatcats. 
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Expressions of guantity which are only used with 
countable nouns such as many, a few. 


Exa mple: 
(1) We have read many science books. 


(2) I meta few friends at Catherine's wedding last 
night. 


Expressions of guantity which are only used with 
uncountable nouns such as much, a little. 


Example: 
(1) We have much homework to do. 
(2) There isa little waterin that bottle.

Verb 


e isa partof speech that expressesa physical action, 
mental action, ora state of being 


e  becomes the predicate of the sentence, influenced 
by the subject 


e modified in form which indicates tense, aspect, voice, 
and mood 


Verb is classified into: 
1. Finite and Nonfinite Verb 
Finite verb is verb with tense, meanwhile nonfinite verb 
is verb without tense. 
Example: 
- Iswam with my friend yesterday. (Here the word 
'swamM' Is finite verb). 


- She hasstudied with me. (Here the word 'studied' is 
nonfinite verb). 


2. Avxiliary Verb 
Awxiliary verbs usualy accompany a main verb 
to expresstense (present, past, future), aspect (simple, 
progressive, perfect), voice (active orpassive voice), 
and mood (indicative, imperative, subjunctive). 
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Exa mple: 

- Ihave written the composition. (in this sentence the 
main verb is write, the auxiliary verb '"have' express 
perfectaspect). 

- Myhomeworkisdone. (in thissentenc e the main verb 
isdo, the auxlliary verb 'is expresspassive voice) 


Linking Verb 
Linking verb is verb that connects the subject and 
itscomplement (noun oradjective) in a sentence.

verbs that related to the five senses (look, smell, 
feel, taste, and sound)

Transitive Verb and Intransitive Verb
